THE NORTH & SOUTH 
MEET AGAIN 


New Jersey Commissioner of Education Lucille 
Davey was the special guest at an historic meeting 
that took place on Friday. November 4th. On that 
day, students from two school districts came togeth- 
er in a unique encounter. 


Fourth. fifth and sixth graders from the Robert 
Treat Academy Charter School in Newark 
descended on one of the states school districts, 
Island Heights Borough, to meet their peers. On 
paper, these boys and girls couldn’t be more differ- 
ent. 


Robert Treat Academy is in Essex County in the 
northern part of the state while Island Heights 
Grade School is in South Jersey in Ocean County. 
More than 96% of the students from the one dis- 
trict are “minority” students from Hispanic and 
African American families. The population in the 
host district is over, 96% white. 


Robert Treat Academy is located in the inner city 
and many of its students face the problems that 
come with city life. More than 70% of Robert Treat 
students live below the poverty level. Island Heights 
Borough pupils live in an idyllic seaside town that is 
one of the few “dry” towns in New Jersey (no liquor 
sales allowed). Island Heights is more rural than 
suburban and sailing and marinas are its main 
industry. 


But these kids have things in common, too. Both 
schools have strong leaders and dedicated teach- 
ers. Both schools teach Spanish as a second tan- 
guage. Test scores in both are above average. And, 
most important, they are all kids — and kids are 
kids — the world over! 

So, why the meeting? Robert Treat Academy 
founder, Stephen N. Adubato, a sailing enthusiast, 
has been a constant summer visitor to Island 
Heights. Recently he met John Lichtenberg, the 
Principal/Superintendent of Island Heights Grade 
School. Adubato visited the school and was very 
impressed with what he saw. Both he and 
Lichtenberg realized immediately that the chil- 
dren in this one-school district (there are 104 stu- 
dents) and the kids at Robert Treat had to meet 
each other. “It is important that these children 
have an opportunity to mect and share experi- 
ences,” said Adubato. “They have something 
important to give to one another)”. Lichtenberg 
agreed. 


Adubato is the Executive Director of the North 
Ward Center, a Newark, community-based, social 
service agency, founded in 1970. Because both are 
public schools, the North Ward Center will finance 
all costs involved including the trip in November 
and second trip, planned for the spring, when the 
students from Island Heights Borough will come 
to Newark to visit Robert Treat Academy. 


Plans are also underway for an ongoing project 
by the two student groups that will give perma- 
nency to the relationship and produce a record of 
the visits they can share with others.

A new book, Defying the Odds: 
Triumphant Black Women of 
Newark, is dedicated to the late 
Connie Woodruff (1921-96), one of 
Newark’s most beloved leaders. 


The book, the second on Newark history by 
Barbara Kukla, details the lives of eight women 
from Newark who have achieved great victories in 
the face or racism and sexism. The others are: 
Newark Schools Superintendent Marion A. 
Bolden, Dr. E. Alma Flagg, Dr. E. Mae McCarroll, 
Gladys St. John Churchman, Sen. Wynona 
Lipman, Mary Beasley Burch, and Viola Wells. 
Kukia’s first book, Swing City: Newark Nightlife. 
1925-50, was dedicated to Wells, known profession- 
ally as Miss Rhapsody. 

“Some people think I dedicated Defying the 
Odds to Connie simply because she was my best 
friend,” said Kukla, who retired two years ago 
from The Star-Ledger, where she was editor of the 
popular Newark This Week section. “That’s true, 
but the more compelling reason was that she 
touched so many lives through the variety of roles 
she played in the Newark community and beyond. 

“Connie’s devotion to the Newark community 
took her from the cradle to the grave,” said Kukla. 
“As a young girl she won a citywide essay contest 
on patriotism. At South Side High, she was a stel- 
lar student and jazz pianist for the Barons of 
Rhythm. She went on to become an organizer and 
education director for the International Ladies 
Garment Workers’ union, editor of The New Jersey 
Herald-Newark, a black weekly, and public infor- 
mation director at Essex County College. She also 
was an adjunct professor of labor studies at ECC 
and Rutgers-Newark.” 

Defying the Odds also includes profiles of the
